Should Taxi Fares Be Increased? 


While increased costs appear to justify 
the demand of taxi operators for higher

That sounds good but actually all 
it means is that if half a dozen 
men, being the majority of one 
council, ask it, the government 
will form a county even if all the 
other councils, school boards and 
hospital boards in the area and 
the big majority of citizens are 
against it. The third amendment 
says that after four years a 
plebiscite will be held in the 
county to see if the electors wish 
to continue. Do you remember 
that Hitler promised the German 
people that thtey could change 
back after four years? What 
chance has a county to return to 
the present system once the as- 
sets of school boards and hos- 
pital boards have been divided 
up among new counties? If the 
minister really wanted to be 
democratic he would hold his 
plebiscite before the county is 
set up.

The original building is old and

trying to make the best of it. 
Certainly the central building 
could be set off to much better 
advantage if even the grounds 
in front of it were laid out prop- 
erly, A minimum amount of at- 
tention to the approaches could 
make a vast difference in the 
whole appearance of the place,

Outside the main building 
there are a niumber of huts, Yet 
those huts are finished in Red- 
wood and they are designed in 
keeping with the materials used. 
With proper finishing, it is pos- 
Sible to make those exteriors as 
attractive as any mountain lodge, 
Without proper care and finish 
they appear more like tenement 
shacks, 

The ground plan of the whole 
collection lends itself to the same 
sort of beautification as one finds 
in the luxury resort centres.

The costs 
of public ‘buildings are usually 
higher because we do try to see 
to it that such buildings are an 
asset to a community and since 
governments avoid so many of 
the normal municipal charges, a

New York Television 
Very Frightening 


Intermittently, through three 
days and nights in New York 
City the monster and I stared at 
each other, eye to cold eye, and 
always the monster had me in 
its power. . 

I'd read enough about tele- 
vision to know bette, but it's one 
of those things you must find out 
for yourself. I'd thought of it 
as a fascinating novelty, an ab- 
sorbing toy, a gadget for the 
future. But in New York, video 
and its new way of life have ar- 
rived, The pattern is there to 
be seen through six channels, 
mid-morning to mid-night, And 
it’s downright frightening. 

I'd seen television in snatches 
before, once in a Los Angeles 
bar, with my wife, once in the 
home of a friend in Seattle, It 
seemed like an engrossing new 
medium, full of interesting poten- 
tialities, 


Like Medium 
Of Hypnotist 

In New York—first, when I 
rented a television receiver in 
my hotel room (at $2.50 a day) 
and later when I began making 
enquiries—I found that television 
is permanently established with 
its own stars, its own language, 
even its own critics, and that 
here is a capsule preview of 
what all of us must expect in the 
future, 

Television on this solid basis 
hit me with an impact I wouldn't 
have believed possible. I left my 
darkened room and that magic 
Cyclops’ eye reluctantly, like a 
medium reluctant to leave the 
hypnotist, and hurried back for 
more, 

Very little of what I saw, as 
I propose to outline in this and 
another column, struck me as 
worthwhile, either as entertain- 
ment or as culture’ But its ap- 
peal is mesmerising, whatever 
the image happens to be on the 
screen, 

The image is sharp and clear 
and with surprising depths, The 
techniques of lighting, composi- 
tion, and camera angle are highly 
developed, 


That Sense 
Of Intimacy 

This alone doeésn’t explain 
TV's powerful hypnotic effect.
